river at the lower end of town. 


The body was that of Calvin John- 


son, an old fisherman who resides on 
the isHand 
below 
the V. & 
T. 


bridge. 
His hat and several dimes 


were found beside him, but his valu- 
able watch and gold ring were miss- 
ing-. 


He had a couple of bad gashes on 


the head and one of his legs was 
broken. 


The theory of murder Is strongly 


supported by the facts and circum- 
stances in the case, but the question 
Is, where did Johnson meet with the 
death blow and how was his body 
conveyed to the place where it was 
found. 


The officers, who have been work- 


ing on the case.arrived first at the con- 
clusion that Johnson was robbed and 
murdered, and thrown into the River.. 
side ditch, a large and swift stream 
that flows through the lower part of 
town. 


The mill is not operating at present, 


because of changes being made to the 
machinery, but the ditch is bank full 
and the water is allowed to escape at 
the flume waste gate.just above where 
the body was found at the edge of 
the river. 


The Injuries to his hands evidence 


that he was struck by a person facing 


him. 
He seems to have thrown his 


hands in front of his fact to protect 
his head. 


There is another theory, namely, 


that the murder either 
took place 


where the body was found, or it vvas 
carried there after the muider wa.° 
committed. 
This theory is borne out 


by the fact that Johnson's hat was 
found beside him as well as several 
dimes. 
The men employed at 
the 


Riverside mill do not 
believe that 


there is enough water running away 
from the ditch at present to carry the 
body of a man any distance.

There was no award to the State and 


substantially thp payment of one half of the city licenses 
•was only ihp transfer of Unit amount of money from one 
fund lr, iinnilipr that needed it most. To avoid the possi- 
bility or Fppda.1 legislation unconstitutionally, another 
i-lc-Hiso UUH Inserted making the same provision applicable 
*'o :ul incuu'OraUon arts thereafter enacted. It was doubt- 
Soss this law which invoiced the mistaken idea that it was 
'necessary to award fifty per cent of the city license rev- 
•enue of Reno to the State and county, although it is diffi- 
cult to imagine, even under that enactment, why the State 
should come in for twenty-five per cent as the general 
law clause in the Carson act made the entire award of 
-fifty per cent to the county and nothing to the Setate. 
^evidently if that general law clause holds good, Washoe 
county Is entitled to the fifty per cent award, for certainly 
'the State would have no legul or legitimate claim to a 
nickel from any municipal source whatever. But accord- 
ing to the best legal authority there was no necessity for 
awarding either the State or county a single farthing 
-of the license or uny other revenue of the city of Reno. 
The omission of the awarding clause would in all probab- 
Tifty perc ent to- the county and nothing to the 
State 


that all moneys derived form city licenses should be used 
for the benefit of the city government would have settled 
tho matter beyond thp possibility of doubt. It is unfor- 
tunate that this was not done, although the concensus of 
•opinion in tho leg.il profession, so far as The Journal has 
been able to leain, is favorable to the proposition that 
neither the State nor comity has a legal claim to a dollar 
<o£ Reno's ie\enue, ojnd that neither could collect a dollar 
by any legal process whatever. It'certainly does not seem 
'.reasonable, at least from a laysman's point of view, that 
the) business men of Reno should, be made!, double contrib- 
utors to the revenue of the State and county. At all 
Events the city council determined wisely when it resolv- 
ed to ignore the awarding ohCuse, and if the demands were 
vnade to only recognize them when forced to do so by order

MUNICIPAL FINES 


T 


HE JOURNAL, understands that the question is to be 


raised as to whether the fines collected by the city 


police judge shall be paid into the city treasury or into the 
State school fund. The State Constitution provides that 
all processes for penal offenses shall be conducted in the 
name of "the people oC the State of Nevada" and as that 
instrument also provides that all fines collected under such 
^processes shall be paid into the State school fund, it is 
•clamied by some that violations of city ordinances, being 
3>onal offenses, must be conducted in the name of the peo- 
ple of the State the same as all statuatory offenses and 
thp,t the fines collected therefrom must take the same 
•course. If this is g-ood la,w, it has been violated for lo 
these many years, for never since the admission of the 
State has the school fund been enriched by a single dollar 
%-om such a source. All processes for violation of city or- 
dnances and all suits brought before a municipal judge 
'have been conducted in tho name of the people of the 
'City as is being done in the City of Reno. If there is any 
^question In regard to the matter it seems stemge that so 
smany years have been alowed to pass without its being 
tested, for thousands upon thousands of dollars have been 
xioittected in the State upon processes conducted in the 
•name of the people of incorporated towns and cities and
